The clip is unreadable here, extremely poor reception; all I can tell 
is that it does sound like Brazilian. This is no SINPO 25222. I don't 
see how he could pull any details out of it. There is also at times a 
strange variable-pitch het, like the sound-effect once used in the 
movies to portray tuning a SW radio, which used to occur on cheap 
radios with poor image rejexion. Why isn’t reception better there, 
relatively close in Brasil? WRTH 2014 listed only one ZY on 4765, R. 
Rural, SantarEm; still in 2015 but as inactive. Station website for 
IntegraA,,o above shows 99.9 FM, nothing about 4765. This archive, now 
past three years since it was last updated, does not show any such 
4765 station (or anything in Cruzeiro do Sul) back into Y2K.

Huelbe & Rudolf, The RNA 11747v & 11813v spurs (and sometimes more 
further out) I usually hear when I am monitoring around 0100 or 0600

It would be nice if you could confirm them, but I am absolutely sure 
they exist as heard in North America. It may happen that they do not 
bother any Brazilian stations, but they should be totally eliminated.

PirateBlockRadio was the object of Duqueis residency in the Eastern 
Bloc Lab in 2014. Setting up a station functioning as an open channel 
or laboratory, he transformed free radio waves into a site of 
experimentation. Duque, operating out of the Lab, would pair a local 
FM radio transmitter with an Internet-based station and encourage 
their open interaction and dissemination. The pirate radio station 
served to examine the conditions and structures of radio technology 
and corporate telecommunications and proposes a set of concrete ways 
to hack these structures. The station engaged with all types of 
programming 6 artistic, political, theoretical, etc. 6 in the hopes of 
inciting dialogue and critique within the local and international 
digital art community. 


In their residency project, Audrey Samson orchestrates a funeral for 
digital footprints and identities. Samson collects USB keys and other 
storage devices and, by request, coats them in epoxy, forever sealing 
them. In a previous manifestation of the project, she received the 
material, embalmed them, and returned them to the sender. The 
participants could then preserve their symbolic funeral object. The 
collected storage devices will form an installation (via CKUT 
International Radio Report March 1 via Artie Bigley, DXLD)

*x*x CANADA. CELEBRATING? 70 YEARS OF RADIO CANADA INTERNATIONAL 


The flood of wonderful memories, fueled by the old and not so old 
photos of Radio Canada Internationalis 70 years, is now, as I write 
this, suddenly mixed with regret, lost opportunities, and missing 
colleagues. 


In a way I dreaded this anniversary, not knowing how to deal with this 
important milestone. 


RCI has survived all these years since its first broadcast on February 
25, 1945, as Canadais Voice to the World. But now, almost three years 
after an 80% budget cut that took us off shortwave radio, cutting us 
off from our listeners, how do you celebrate? How do you not look with 
some exasperation, regretfully, wistfully, at how little people, even 
colleagues, know about RCIis proud achievements, and its path-breaking 
innovations? 


The contradictions of how some viewed us and the reality is almost too 
much to bear. People say we used outdated technology, werenit moving 
with the times, and no longer needed to explain Canada to the world. 


Yet none of this is true. 


Using shortwave radio we reached every corner of the globe. Using 
satellite, LPs, tape cassettes, CDs, Facebook, Twitter, partnerships 
with local stations in other countries, we reached the worldis 
citizens. People who, surprising as some might find, were very curious 
about this huge democracy called Canada, that tried to carve out its 
place in the world, beside the huge super-power to the south. 


The other day a colleague asked me about a service referred to in 
French as iTranscriptionsi and had no idea what it was about. As I 
talked about RCIis record label that recorded Glenn Gould, Oscar 
Peterson, and a host of other classical, jazz and pop musicians, I saw 
my colleagueis eyes widen in surprise. 


iWe had a record label?i Yes, a respected catalogue of records which 
won Juno music awards, and was part of RCIis mandate of telling the 
world about Canada, along with so many other services. Imagine, we 
broadcast live election night coverage of federal elections around the 
world, created an election website with instantaneous results in seven 
languages, sent out radio lessons to teach English and French, and 
produced area specific programming for Africa, Europe, Asia and the 
Americas, in English and French, in addition to all the other 
languages we broadcast in. 


I shake my head as I hear people saying we need to change with the 
times, really get on board with the Internet. I shake my head because 
some of us were putting RCI on the web before there was a web. 


The list of RCIis achievements and all the talented people who worked 
for it could be the stuff of a television documentary series. But 
sadly, no one seems interested now. 


A death by a thousand cuts, such an apt description, such a horrible 
process. 


Youid think we would appreciate the experience of 70 years, the 
achievements of generations of journalists, producers, and 
technicians. And this week we trot out the old photos, say how great 
it is that RCI has been around for 70 years. Then weill roll up the 
posters, the displays, and put the awards weive won back in the 
cupboard. 


We should have been allowed to think and work for the future. Because, 
our mandate to tell the world about Canada in a contextualized way, 
understandable to anyone, even someone whois never been here, hasnit 
gone away. Nor has the need for the honest journalism that many of us 
believe in, a journalism so necessary for those listening to what a 
country like us had to deal with and has to offer. 


Wouldnit it be incredible, if after the celebrations, we could 
concretely renew Radio Canada International? Build on our strengths 
and our experience, and not be limited by false constraints? Lovely 
dream.

Not all of them. I watched CKCO3 (analog 42, Oil Springs ON) at my 
mother's house the other day, and recently heard a very weak carrier 
on 55.240 MHz (analog channel 2-) from the north (on an amateur radio 
in CW mode, which is far, far more sensitive than any TV set), which I 
am assuming was CHBX in Sault Sainte Marie. 


The way I read things, it seems Canadian analog transmitters in "non- 
mandatory markets" could conceivably keep running into the 22nd 
century, if their owners are willing to maintain them, and they are 
able to access their transmitter sites!

The White House has proposed turning Radio Marti [sic: accents deleted 
thruout], a U.S. government-controlled broadcaster created in part to 
undermine communist rule in Cuba, into a separate entity as Washington 
seeks rapprochement with Havana. 


The proposal, buried in the federal budget released last month, was 
made some six weeks after the United States and Cuba agreed on Dec. 17 
to embark on an effort to restore diplomatic ties and normalize 
relations after more than 50 years of enmity. 


U.S. officials said the proposal was unrelated to the Cuba outreach 
and aimed at modernizing the broadcaster. 


However, it has troubled critics of the thaw with Cuba, who view the 
proposed change as part of what they regard as the White House's 
abandonment of the fight against the authoritarian Castro government, 


a congressional aide said. 


More details on the proposal will be unveiled on Wednesday, when the 
administration releases an additional budget document. 


A legacy of the U.S. Cold War effort to reach out to people living 
under Communism and erode support for their rulers, Radio Marti, which 
beams radio, TV and online news to Cuba, has been accused of anti- 
Castro bias and is deeply resented by Havana. 


Under the plan, the Miami-based broadcaster, which is part of the 
Broadcasting Board of Governors, an independent federal agency, would 
become a separate entity along with unspecified parts of Voice of 
America's (VOA) Spanish-language service. 


The entity would cease to be part of the U.S. government, though it 
would become a "grantee" receiving federal funding. 


The proposal does not specify how it would be structured beyond that 
it would a "private, nonprofit organization." 


The proposal would have to be approved by the Republican-led Congress, 
where some members critical of U.S.-Cuban detente say Washington 
appears to be giving up its leverage over Havana by easing sanctions 
without getting sufficient commitments to improve human and political 
rights in return. 


"There is no connection between the proposal in the budget and the 
policy changes announced December 17 or the Cuban government's 
position with respect to Radio/TV Marti," said a senior U.S. official 
who declined to be identified, adding that the aim was "to make it 
more effective in carrying out its mission." 


Asked for the reasoning behind the proposal, BBG spokeswoman Letitia 
King said the idea was to give the broadcaster greater flexibility on 
contracting, acquisitions and administration by removing it from 
regulations that govern the federal government. 


King said that if the change were approved by Congress, the transition 
would take at least two years. 


Philip Seib, a professor of journalism and public diplomacy at the 
University of Southern California, said he doubted that Congress will 
go along with the proposed changes to Radio and TV Marti, despite what 
he called the stationsi ineffectiveness. 


"IT donit know that Congress is going to be eager to do anything that 
changes that status quo," particularly since many Republicans oppose 


Obamais opening to Cuba, said Seib, who has written extensively about 
international broadcasting.

Glen[n], This is probably a stupid question but I 
am curious. On the web site DX zone.com, and on the SHORT-WAVE.INFO 
frequency listings if you put in CRI and look up their broadcast sites 
and frequencies, you will see a strange flag beside the Kashi-Shibagh 
site. It has a light blue color and a crescent moon with a star on it. 


When you hold your mouse pointer over the flag it gives a three letter 
country code that is not listed anywhere I can find, (TKS). The flag 
bears a resemblance to the flag of the First East Turkestan Republic. 
My point is that it is not listed as a separate county although it is 
considered to be the Xinjiang Uyghur Autonomous Region. I also know 
this is an area that has been very troublesome for China with the 
Uyghur people. 


I am wondering why a different country flag? I know RFA broadcasts in 
Uyghur towards that area. Of course I am always looking for new 
countries to add to my list as a new DXer. I just thought you might 
find this tidbit of info unusual. I really don't remember seeing this 
flag before on this website. That's why I keyed into it and did some 
research.

9905, Feb 27 at 0205, R. Cairo, good signal in Arabic, suppressed and 
distorted modulation 


9965, Feb 27 at 0205, R. Cairo, good signal in other Arabic, this one 
JBM with whine; no 12s audible now. 


15865 approx., March 3 at 1416, very distorted bubbling talk and 
music, humroar, poor signal, then find exactly same but weaker sounds 
around 15845 and 15885, plus and minus 20. Eight(?) pulses ending 
about 1430:15, apparent attempt at a timesignal, and music theme, too 


bad to be certain it’s Cairo’s, and talk, still at 1439, and 1458 past 
1502 when weaker on all three. Cairo typically plays mistimesignals to 
open news, even if scheduled at quarter-hours. 


Iran and Pakistan are also capable of such crap, but I think Cairo is 
most likely.

The Greek government wants to reopen the public television ERT, closed 
in 2013 by the previous executive, and will introduce in Parliament a 
draft law to that end. It is envisaged ithe return to work of the 
redundanti who so desire. 


Government source quoted by AFP said the reopening will not have 
negative effects on public finances. Nikos Pappas, Minister of State, 
said the government idoes not exclude the fee increasei to finance the 
ERT. 


The end of the season, in June 2013, ordered by the then conservative 
Prime Minister Antonis Samaras, justified with the austerity. The head 
of the government at the time argued with the companyis costs, which 
considered excessive for a Greece in crisis. 


The interruption emissions caused a crisis in the government, with the 
socialist Pasok party and the left- democratic Dimar fA which at the 
time also a member of the coalition led by New Democracy -. to 
demarcate from the decision 


The ERT case had international repercussions and led events supported 
by Syriza, which now leads the government, and a general strike 
against a decision by unions and opposition compared to a icoupi. For 
months the facilities were occupied by workers who opposed the 
closure. The European Broadcasting Union condemned the closure. 


The station was temporarily replaced by DT. Later gave way to Nerit, 
with only 500 employees, less than a fifth of the staff of ERT and a 
reduced schedule. 


In the campaign, Tsipras pledged to reopen the old station. iThe 
Government is not limited to return to the old framework [operating]; 
will address the problems, but without inadmissible initiatives of the 
previous government, such as to impose a black screen, isaid Friday 
the government source. 


Among the criticisms that were made to the public operator before 
closure were waste and the high number of employees. Many reformed up 
and a part was fired. Dozens of journalists have been hired by Nerit, 
who was accused of condescension towards the previous conservative- 
socialist government. 


The return of the ERT was announced on the day that the German Members 
approved by an overwhelming majority, the extension of the financial 
assistance program for Greece. Of the 587 who voted, 542 said iyesi to 
the prolongation of the agreement for four months; 32 voted against 
and 13 blank. The vote is not surprising, because all parliamentary 


parties were in favor of the extension. Votes against and white came 
from the policy area of ??Chancellor Angela Merkel. 


The finance minister, Wolfgang Schtuble, had asked the favorable vote, 
although he admitted that it would not be an easy position for many 
Members. iAsk everyone to not frown because causarlamos [sic: how did 
Spanish get in here?] very great harm to our people and our future,i 
he said, according to AFP. 


The Berlin government needed the approval of Parliament to give its 
approval to the extension of the program in force of 2012 and now 
ending on 30 June. iWe Germans must do everything to ensure Europe 
remains united,i Schsuble said in a speech gravely. The agreement 
irepresents no more billions for Greece, does not imply any changes to 
the existing program,i said too. 


The deal between Greece and creditors was released a week ago. In 
return for the extension of the agreement, Tsipras Government did 
arrive on Tuesday to Brussels a list of reforms. It is a deliberately 
vague document, as recognized this Friday the Greek Finance Minister, 
Yanis Varoufakis. 


The Greeks commitments include no deadlines, no quantified targets, 
because that was the recommendation that you have been made by 
European counterparts. In an interview with Antenna TV, Varoufakis

The maturing IMF bonds will be covered, Greek State Minister Nikos 
Pappas said on Friday. He said that the government and the partners 
have the political will to find a solution and noted that the 
possibility of extending what is being owed to the IMF is not being 
considered. 


The government has pledged, through a Eurogroup decision too, that it 
would meet its loan obligations, he noted and added that the partners 
have also committed themselves to that. He said that ithe fiscal gap 
will be clarified, not in absentia of the primary surplus and that the 
country will enter a normalcy period.i 


He accused German Finance Minister Wolfgang Schaeuble of taking an 
extreme and aggressive stance against Greece and spoke of factors that 
tried to undermine the government. He said that the VAT will not be 
increased and that the legislation on property will be rather delayed. 


He added that the bill on the former state broadcaster ERT will be 
possibly tabled in Parliament next week. This would provide for a 
small increase in charges to be imposed through the electricity bills 
so that the former state broadcaster can reopen, he said and added 
that as far as hirings are concerned the priority would be given to 
those who had been laid off from the Greeceis old ERT.

A Those made redundant on the 11th of June 2013 will return if they 
wish to 

A ERT will be functioning based on a democracy foundation aimed at 
improving the quality of the provided information, cultural and 
entertainment program. 

fA There is no additional financial burden on the state budget and 
therefore does not become subject of bargaining developments created. 
A The shameful Public TV fA NERIT exposed the country internationally 
and the Greek nation never approved nor trusted them. 

fA Both necessary frameworks for resolving succession and for the 
control of financial data and activities for the purpose of smooth and 
streamlined operation simultaneously of ERT are being created. 

fh An essential annual framework of reconstruction during which 
altogether will resolve management issues, operations, organization 
staff and broadcast of the program, in order to move into the new era 
of truly independent and pluralistic public broadcasting. 


Already, the Minister of State responsible on MEDIA issues has 
launched consultation on a daily basis with all stakeholders and 
individuals in order for ERT to operate immediately.

For those of you who may have missed the December announcement, here 
it is again. KNLS will soon have a sister station. The document was 
issued by the government of Madagascar. Written in French, it gives 
World Christian Broadcasting permission to put new station, Madagascar 
World Voice (MWV), on the air. The new station's towers are already 
built. The new transmitters are on the way, and hope to have MWV on 
the air by the middle of 2015. 


Madagascar is an island nation in the southern Indian Ocean, located 
about 300 kilometers across the Mozambique Channel from the east coast 
of southern Africa. 


Millions who were previously unable to hear Alaska station KNLS, or 
who heard it faintly, will now have a chance to pick up a clear 
signal. For example, we get mail from KNLS listeners from India, which 
is half a world away from Alaska. Madagascar World Voice will send a 
clearer signal to India, so we expect the volume of mail from the 
planet's second-most populated country to increase. Some listeners in 
India have digital receivers, and MWV will have the ability to 
transmit a digital signal. 


Madagascar World Voice will double the area of the world that can hear 
music to love, news to know, and a message to live. 


World Christian Broadcasting's freshly minted 100 KW transmitters were 


loaded on a cargo ship in the Port of Houston on January 12, 2015. A 
few days later the ship sailed, bound for the Indian Ocean. Arrival 
date is expected to be somewhere around March 25. The ships will cross 
many, many miles of open Atlantic Ocean before they sail under the tip 
of Africa to head north to their destination. The two transmitters 
were built at a cost of $1,000,000 each, so we are praying for smooth 
sailing and a safe arrival! 


Once the transmitters are unloaded at our station, much work is left 
to be done. They must be installed in the transmitter building that 
has been awaiting their arrival. They must be connected to the diesel 
generators that will power them. Technicians from Continental 
Electronics in Dallas must go to fine-tune their installation. Once 
all that has been done, we can begin the testing process 6 which in 
itself will take more than a month. Once everything is in order, we 
can begin broadcasting in late 2015 or early 2016. 


Initially we will broadcast in six languages: Arabic (covering the 
entire Mid-East), Spanish (for South and Central America, plus the 
Spanish-speaking countries of Africa), English with an African sound 
(for the continent of Africa), Chinese (for western China), Russian 
(for the populous regions of western Russia, including St. Petersburg 
and Moscow), and International English (for India and nearby countries 
where English is a second language). 


Between the new station in the Indian Ocean and our other station in 
Alaska, our programming will cover almost the entire world (except for 
North America) (Source: World Christian Broadcasting via Alokesh Gupta 
blog Feb 2 via WORLD OF RADIO 1763, DXLD)

JAN 4 0403 - Much weaker under talk with a shouted/echo spot 
containing multiple ‘La Poderosa' mentions, and as before, was 
followed by the Mexican national anthem. There are two La Poderosa 
listed on 780 kHz in Fred Cant’'s list and one in the 2014 WRTH. 


In my last report, I listed XEXY ‘La Poderasa-La Voz de Balzas' in 
Altamirano as presumed heard on NOV 18 [at] 0154. Comparing that 
date's recording to the more recent ones, and also listening XEXY's 
live feed, I am correcting my earlier report. The punctuated ‘La 
Poderosa' spots that I recorded from XESFT are not heard on XEXY, 
which has a good live feed (‘en vivo'), so I've listened to XEXY on 
the web (but not much luck with connecting to XESFT web site, 
however). On XEXY I've heard several ID spots as a 'La Voz de Balzas' 
with the call XEXY and 'La Poderosa'’ in context, but not the same 
animated and punctuated 'La Poderosa' announcements that I hear on 
XESFT (Werner Funkenhauser, Sebring FL; WiNRADiO Excalibur, Wellbrook 
ALA 1530 S, Parr end-fed longwire and Quantum Phaser, NRC IDXD Feb 27 
via DXLD) 


*xx MEXICO. XEW 900 sure couldn't be running 250 kW anymore, but here 
it is from S Florida. Nulling the Progreso from Cuba at night is 
rough. I'd say XEW here may be putting out 50 kW if ND. Keep in mind 
that unless they moved to FM, there was a 900 in Veracruz as well.

This is interesting. We got the IFT meeting minutes for the Mexicali 
shutoff today, and apparently a shutoff of a parent station affects 
all of its shadows at the same time, as the meeting notes highlight 
that they visited the Azteca shadows at SLRC. This helps kinda explain 
why stations are shut off by callsign too and offers some hope for 
Monterrey to stay on the air longer as XEFB, XHX and XHAW cannot say 
they are digital in Saltillo yet (and XHAW must build on another 
channel other than 25). 


The shadows at SLRC are: 
XHAQ-5 (.100 kW) and XHEXT-20 (50 kW FCC) 
XHAQ-TDT 28 and XHEXT-TDT 25 (both .83 kW FCC) 


The FCC database is much better for Mexican digital stations than it 
is for analog ones (the XHAQ shadow is outright missing; its 
information comes from the IFE-INE Cartografla page). 


It's worth a reminder that SLRC has two analog television stations 
that are not yet changing over. One is Televisa's XHLRT-44 (CE) and 
the other is the Telemax network on XHRCS-50. The digital allocations 
remaining there are 22 and 30.

Today Azteca brought online its third and final digital plant in 
Colima, Manzanillo with XHDR-TDT 21 (2.x) and XHNCI-TDT 39 (4.x). 


These are two of the three stations licensed to Manzanillo as Televisa 
has one station plus two shadows. Last edited by Raymie; 02-27-2015 at 
09:59 PM (Raymie, ibid.) 


I do hope many Mexican stations wait until the end of this year's Es 
season to shut down their lowband transmitters. I was excited in 2009 
when the opening of the lowband locally allowed me to get Mexican (and 
other Latin American) TV stations FAR more often, but it was not long 
before I kept getting the same stations again, instead of "new" ones, 
meaning I have still seen less than a dozen Mexican TV stations. I'd 
really like to add to my log. In particular, I've really wanted to DX 
the DF. Engineer, Fingerboard Corners & Warmley R.R. (Robert Grant, 
MI? ibid.) 


Well, many stations will be on air just because they have to be and 
the markets are either late in the TV distribution campaign or there 
is a digital laggard. 


And DXing the DF --- Well, that gets interesting. You see, 2, 4 and 5 
transmit from a site that's about a few hundred feet into the State of 
Mexico (Pico Tres Padres). They're joined up there by channel 34, 
which is the Edomexxx state network, and in the municipality of 
Coacalco there's also a shadow Azteca on 54 (XHDF). 


But every other TV station in Mexico City*x comes from Cerro del 
Chiquihuite, which IS in the DF: 7, 11, 13, 21, 22, 28, 30, 40, 45, 
plus a bunch of FMs. (x*Exception: 20, which is on a university campus, 
is very low power, and is duplicated by a subchannel of 30.) (Raymie, 
Feb 28, ibid.) 


Thanks for the info. I guess the DF was not possible, anyway. But 
maybe I can log Edomex for the first time (Robert Grant, Feb 28, 
ibid.) 


It's a hard business anyway because the low-band (and, for that 
matter, high-band) in central Mexico is so absolutely tight. 


Mexico City got 2-4-5, so pretty much everything around it got 3-6: 
Pachuca Hgo. (state net and Azteca 7), Puebla (XHP and Azteca 13), 
Cuernavaca (state net, now digital-only 49, and Canal Once), and 
Toluca (which just got 6, Azteca 13). Puebla's 60 miles away, and the 
others are all under 50. All of those cities, plus Tula (8-[XHLUC]20- 
[XHXEM]38) at 45 miles from Mexico City. Tlaxcala, at 50 miles or so, 
is nothing but low-power stations but it has 2-4-5-7-9-11-13 (the 5 is 
their state network, in which all the transmitters have ERPs of 500 
watts or less). 


For an example of how tight the high band was, Mexico City originally 


had 8-11-13. When they changed this to 7-9-11-13 to sign on XHIMT, 8 
had to move to 9, Puebla/Altzomoni's 7 and 9 had to become 8 and 10, 
and Toluca's 7 had to move to 12 (Raymie, AZ, ibid.) 


Back to Mexico, another new station in the state of Sonora: XHHN-TDT 
21 (9.x), Azteca 7. 


Note that while I do put the intended virtual channel numbers, many of 
the provisional Azteca installations use physical channels, and then 
Azteca 7 is on the .2 subchannel. For instance 39.2 and 21.1 are the 
virtual channels in Manzanillo. 


Guaymas is missing two stations: its Telemax repeater (which is to be 
expected) and shadow XHI-34. When the latter signed on I believe it 
was built for eventual digital conversion. I would not be surprised if 
they end up running digital on 34 instead of 32 (as would be expected 
for an XHI shadow) and/or with a virtual channel 34 (as shadow 
channels can carry differing PSIP for continuity reasons; XHI Guaymas 
does have an oval-34 logo!). (Raymie, March 1, ibid.)

*xk MONGOLIA. RADIO BROADCASTING IN MONGOLIA 


The history of broadcasting in Mongolia begins with the first radio 
programme on ist September 1934. 


The Mongolian Radio and Television (MRTV) technical centre was 
established at Khonkor, Ulan Bator city in 1960, with shortwave 
transmitters of 5, 25 and 50 KW and a long wave transmitter of 150 KW. 
The MRTV expanded its transmitter facility by installing two shortwave 
transmitters of 100 and 250 KW. 


A further expansion took place in 1984 with a 500 KW medium wave and 
long wave station, which enabled the first channel of MRTV to be 
broadcast in the central area of the country. Most of the local radio 
stations of large capacity were built through USSR technical and 
economical grant aid. During 2003, Sumitomo Corporation of Japan 
upgraded the domestic shortwave transmitters of MRTV with SW NEC 
transmitting systems using the grant-in-aid from Japanese government.

It might not be the correct forum to show logs from longwave but it 
was very thrilling to be able to receive the transmissions there. Some 
days ago I got a mail from Christoph Ratzer alerting me that carriers 
of R Ulan Bator on 209 kHz were received down in Salzburg. To log 
Mongolia on longwave has now been possible as several of the very 
strong powerhouses have left the band. The first days only the 
carriers were visible but on Feb 15 at 2201 UT, Christoph managed 

to hear their interval signal at sign on. 


First on Feb 20 it was possible to hear the interval signal also here 
at my location but very, very weak. Here follows some screenshots 
showing the carriers.

On Feb 21 it was possible to receive decent audio at 2225-2235. Very 
exciting. 


On Feb 22 only two carriers were visible during sign on with almost no 
audio. 2015-02-22-2156 


Radio Ulan Bator also transmits on two other LW frequencies, 164 and 
227 kHz. On Feb 22 it was possible to receive those carriers, see 
screenshots below. 2015-02-22-2156 


Here are two screenshots from 227 kHz. The first shows drift downwards 
from sign on at about 2155. At 2232 UT the signal is stabilized a few 
Hz lower. As you can see there is heavy slop.

"Monitoring CIS Airports - this 34-pager with 44 screenshots is an 
introduction in receiving the radio checks of Russian airports by 
Nils, DK80K. He wrote: 


In the last months, I had been fascinated by Russian lady's voices. 
First, I bumped into some very short, disciplined radio checks on the 
cis-Caucasian net on 5.568 kHz. I spent many hours until I got all 
identifications of these coded airports. Then I was absorbed by exotic 
destinations as Samarkand, Turkmenbashi, Vorkuta, Astana ... on other 
frequencies. What a fascinating continent of DX! 


Sometimes signals here in Germany were much better than between the 
stations themselves. Sometimes signals are faint, equipment old, 
pronunciation difficult to read. Often I fell victim to the devil of 
“pattern recognition" - understanding "Volgograd", where "Vologda" was 
calling. A friendly UDXF member whose Russian is better than mine had 
been of invaluable help in identifying some CIS civilian airport 
stations. 


This journey had been so fascinating that I wrote a paper sharing this 
experience. And as encouragement to double the number of 50+ airports, 
documented by MP3s in this PDF. These audio clips are of some help in 
identifying such codenames like "Zootekhnik" or to sort out "Amderma" 
from "Naryan-Mar" in the Arctic or to get the ID of "Dasoguz Radio" in 
Turkmenistan. 


As by-catch, there are shown/developed/suggested some strategies of 
monitoring - from propagation to fingerprinting SSB signals and 
documenting a net of stations, exchanging radio checks in a hurry. As 
example, I analyzed a session of 82 seconds containing no less than 28 
radio checks, plus visualizing the net structure by a special (free) 
software. 


These suggestions may be adapted to other nets, like ALE - with even 
fingerprinting. Happy reading, listening, exploring! Caveat: Embedded 
MP3s will only work with the most recent version of Adobe's

signal, with SBG coverage, a bit of SP/LP echo. But still nothing on 
the other promised NF, 17755. Also poor on 12030; JBA carrier, else? 
on 11940? Nothing audible here on 9620, not surprising across midday 
path. At 1600, still no REE on 17 MHz. 


Wolfgang B,schel hears 9620, 12030, 15490 only and says after 16, 
15490 is a terrible choice, colliding with AWR via South Africa; while 
9620 altho aimed westward, collides in Germany with East Turkistan and 
India. 


Per Ivo Ivanov, the plan was/is for these changes: 17755 ex-11685; 
17715 ex-11940; 15490 ex-12030; apparently maintaining 9620: 19-23 
weekdays, 15-23 weekends. 


An earlier version dated Feb 25 in a press release from AER which has 
been lobbying for such changes, made no mention of 15490, instead:

On Saturday Feb 28, 16-18 UT, heard Noblejas outlets only three 
channels with live coverage (amongst also FC Barcelona game) on 9620, 
11940, and 15490 kHz. And heard few times empty carrier of S=9+30dB on 
11685 kHz. Nothing heard of REE on 17 MHz 16 mb. 


In central Europe 9620 is a terrible mixture of 3 services, but is 
meant at 290 degrees westwards, and will be much stronger in the 
football live coverage target on Atlantic Ocean vessels fleet. AIR 
Persian/Arabic and CRI Kashgar Hausa services also on this 9620 kHz 
co-channel. 


But a VERY BAD FREQUENCY SELECTION by REE Madrid is the 15490 kHz 
channel, which is also in USE by powerhouse 500 kW from Sentec 
Meyerton brokers AWR program in Swahili and Masai, at 19 degrees 
northwards all Africa service. S=9+30dB powerful service. 


At same 16-18 UT time slot, I counted some 93 free/adjacent channel 
free channels in 19 mb: very poor solution by the Spanish REE 
Frequency management organization. Wb (Wolfgang B,schel, Germany, 
dxldyg via DXLD)

15550, Feb 27 at 1523, surprised to hear no Radio Tamazuj, but the 
Sudanese tone jammer is already on, messing with WJHR USB. No signal 


on 15400 either, both of which had been VATICAN broadcasting Tamazuj 
without jamming at 1500-1530; another SMG transmitter is as usual on 
15100 with unreasonably big signal relaying RVA in Filipino away from 
us, so it’s hardly accidental or a power problem that 15400 & 15550 
are missing. I hunt thru the entire 19m band and do not find them 
anywhere else. 


13800, however, is still on at 1525 with R. Tamazuj, ID at 1529 
closing and 1530 into R. Dabanga, only fair signal. Then I go back to 
15550 and find that has now come on with Dabanga too vs WJHR and tone 
jamming which got a head start. 13800 is listed as MADAGASCAR at 1500- 
1600, but the second half of Dabanga at 1600-1630 scheduled to switch 
back to Vatican, unchecked today. Latest HFCC of Feb 27 shows SMG 
still supposed to be on 15400 and 15550 starting at 1500 thru March 
28. 


15550 & 15400, Sat Feb 28 at 1500, R. Tamazuj is back on both VATICAN 
relay frequencies, i.e. the defacto bigsig North American service. No 
tone jamming yet; at 1530, 15400 is off as usual, and still no tone 
jamming on 15550 as R. Dabanga is beginning, just the collision with 
WJHR-USB. By 1558 recheck, now the tone jamming can also be heard on 
15550. 


Now at 1559 Feb 28 I check // 13800 with weaker signal and tone 
jamming too; no break in transmission for scheduled switch from 
Madagascar to SMG Vatican site, and seems to be synch with 15550, so 
the switch probably happened 2 or 3 minutes earlier. 


Now why were both Tamazuj Vatican frequencies missing on Feb 27? Maybe 
it’s a regular Friday-off thing from Islamic influence? But not 
noticed before, and WRTH listings claim it’s on daily. BTW, Tamazuj is 
for both Sudan and Sudan South, while Dabanga is for the Darfur region 
of western Sudan. 


15400 & 15550, March 1 at 1525, R. Tamazuj via VATICAN, no tone 
jamming yet. 13800 via MADAGASCAR checked at 1527 is way out of synch 
with the others and still so at 1554 during Dabanga; too weak to 
figure out how far off, or which comes first. At 1554, there is a fast 
SAH open carrier QRMing 13800, i.e. warmup for imminent site switch, 
then it’s off. 1556:54 the MAD transmitter cuts off and there is 
nothing for about 5 seconds until VAT comes up weaker, and now it’s 
synchro with 15550. So the changeover time of 1600 in Aoki, EiBi and 
HFCC are all incorrect instead of 1557. There is tremendous pressure 
to round things off, which databases need to confront and combat in 
the face of monitoring evidence, or even standard operational 
procedures (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1763, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


15550, March 2 at 1502, no signal from R. Tamazuj via VATICAN; // 
15400 has an open carrier only, but it’s off by 1504. However, third 
//, 13800 via MADAGASCAR is on at 1505, good signal in Arabish, no 
jamming heard. It seems that Santa Maria di Galeria has a hard time 
getting the program feed reliably from Amsterdam(?). 


The other SMG relay, of RVA on 15100 is good as usual with some echo. 
Not checked again until 1611 during Dabanga, when 13800 has become a 
JBA carrier, and 15550 lacks Dabanga, just tone jamming and WJHR 


15400 & 15550, March 3 at 1459, R. Tamazuj opening via VATICAN with VG 
signals, clear on 15400 and vs WJHR on 15550, so SMG has successfully 
connected to programming today, unlike yesterday, in this de-facto 
North American service. Let's hope some signal is also getting into 
Sudan and South Sudan (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

WASHINGTON -- Andrew Lack is leaving his position as chief executive 
of the Broadcasting Board of Governors, the agency announced on 
Wednesday, one day after it was reported that he was in advanced 
discussions to return to NBC to lead its news operations. 


In a statement, the agency said that Andre Mendes, the Broadcasting 
Board of Governors' director of global operations, would become the 
interim chief executive immediately. The board, which oversees United 
States government-supported international news media like Voice of 
America and Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty, is scheduled to meet on 
Friday to begin looking for a successor to Mr. Lack. 


Employees and former employees of the board, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, said staff members had been caught off guard by the 
departure of Mr. Lack. Many believed he possessed the clout and 
experience to help the agency find its footing in the increasingly 
crowded field of government-sponsored international broadcasting. 


Mr. Lack is known for having rebuilt NBC News and modernized the 
presentation of television news as president of the unit from 1993 to 
2001. He also held top positions at Sony Music Entertainment and the 
Bloomberg Media Group.

His expected return to NBC is part of a broader management shake-up 
expected at the group after the Brian Williams controversy and other 
management missteps. 


When Mr. Lack was sworn in in January as the chief executive of the 
Broadcasting Board of Governors, the move was widely hailed as a major 
coup for the agency. 


"Andy Lack is the perfect person for the position, given his 
background as a journalist who has run several major media 
organizations," Jeffrey Shell, an NBC executive and chairman of the 
Broadcasting Board of Governors, said in an interview at the time. 


But his abrupt departure becomes the latest in a series of problems at 
the agency. 


Critics have long accused it of floundering while other countries have 
built competing international media outlets. BBG Watch, a blog that is 
written in part by current and former agency personnel, has said that 
the agency's coverage of major news events is mediocre at best. 


Frustrated by what they called a lack of support for United States 
government policies abroad, members of the House of Representatives 
passed a bill last year intended to clarify the mission of the Voice 
of America. The bill is expected to be introduced again because it has 
bipartisan support. 


The bill would revise the news service's mission statement to specify 
that it has a role in supporting American "public diplomacy" and 
policies. The move set off a revolt among staff members, who said the 
change would affect their editorial independence.

These are private businesses, so they don’t have to tell us (gh, DXLD) 


When Global 24 went on the air four months ago, it was noted that a 
month of 24/7 airtime on a single transmitter of WRMI would cost 
around $45,000, using the lowest stated hourly rate on the WRMI 
website. I don't see where they would get the money for that. I 
strongly doubt that any of the international broadcasters carried by 
Global 24 were paying for the time, and there were only scattered 
advertisements. 


I think Global 24 greatly misjudged the income potential of its 
business model, and quickly ran out of money. Advertisers want sizable 
and quantifiable audiences, something that is hard to do on shortwave. 
Relying on listener donations won't work either, when most of the 
program material is available through other platforms. Reception of 
the 9395 signal outside of its main beam was poor to nonexistent 
during much of the day and night, so there was poor frequency 
management. 


It appears they simply didn't understand the shortwave medium from a 


commercial business standpoint. 


Ironically, 9395 with TruNews is putting in a fairly good signal at my 
QTH at a 0555 check March 4. Are they still on the same 355 degree 
beam or was that changed along with the programming? (Stephen Luce,

That's five new ones, plus a bunch of relogs. A total of 43 stations 
have been heard on 1560. I'm especially pleased with the Venezuela 
station. It only appeared on that one night. 


The Father Joe Show has me mystified. I can't seem to connect it to 
any station's schedule, and Father Joe's website is out of date, with 
the "Radio" tab not working. It appears that he retired several years 
ago. He's in Baltimore and they run his program at 8 am and 8 pm on 
Sundays on WPOC-FM in Baltimore (old shows, I would think). This leads 
me to suspect WKIK in LaPlata MD, but WKIK doesn't reveal anything on 
its website. The e-address links for WPOC personnel don't seem to 
work, either (Jim Renfrew, Clarendon NY, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


From OK, where it makes no difference, I’ve been a bit bemused by the 
big DX opening the absence of WQEW/WFME made further east. Look at the 
night pattern per FCC, with a deep null at 280 degrees, so it should 
not have been much of a factor e.g. in Michigan. 


The minor lobe to the SW shouldn't be a major blocker at some distance 
either. Comments whether this seems accurate?

Has 
retained original call KRND presumably invoking old slogan * ‘Grande’ 
IIRC this station used to have an odd reduced power, but NRC AM Log 
2014-2015 now shows it’s 10/1 kW U1 like most X-banders and the other 
three on 1630. 


Owner started other Spanish stations in Colorado. History page is 
interesting but still doesn’t explain where the J comes from. Maybe 
it’s obvious to anyone of La Raza; or maybe it’s just random branding 
which sounds neat. It certainly beats Zeta with its unsavory 
connotations. Well, at least there is a J in its translator call, 
K223CJ, tho that was surely a sequential assignment. 


But wait, channel 223 is 92.5, not 94.7. Website 
http://lajotamexicana.com/ confirms 94.7 is it now. The WTFDA FM 
Database shows the 94.7 in Cheyenne is K234AH relaying KRAE [1480] 
with Oldies, *‘‘Greatest Hits of the 50s and 60s** and still shows 92.5 
K223CJ as the KRND 1630 duplicator with 50 watts. So both references 
need this updated. How much longer before KRND starts bestowing top 
billing on its inferior FM translator, a widespread industry trend? 
It’s already physically on the upper side of the homepage logo (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


As for the ‘Jota’ name, Rick Barton, AZ, replies: *‘I did a double 
take when I saw your log. You see, the other definition of the word I 


am familiar with -- is a Mexican slang word for a Lesbian (La Jota 
being the feminine version, and El Joto or Jotito being the masculine, 
i.e., "gay"). With that definition in mind, that radio station slogan 


was amusing to me. But I’m sure that is not the correct answer here’° 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

*xk VANUATU. PLANS TO FIX THE STATE OF BROADCASTING IN VANUATU 


Despite millions of dollars being poured into it, Vanuatu's public 
broadcaster remains, by the government's own admission, hamstrung. 
Along with plans for new management and to shed a third of the staff 
of Vanuatu's national broadcaster, the government is also looking to 
modernise the Vanuatu Broadcasting and Television Corporation. 


Despite millions of dollars of aid poured into the VBTC over the 
years, it is unable to provide adequate radio coverage for the outer 
islands, and even in areas close to the main centre. 


By the government's own admission, the VBTC is hamstrung, and has not 
been able to move with the times, but it says it has the political 
will to make changes for the good. Leilani Momoisea reports. 


Just last week, worries were raised that some communities in Vanuatu 
could miss out on cyclone warnings due to transmission problems with 
the national broadcaster's Radio Vanuatu. Our correspondent, Hilaire 
Bule, says there's confirmation that Pentecost Island is not receiving 
transmissions from Radio Vanuatu, and people in Ambae and further 
North in the Banks and Torres island groups also have trouble getting 
the station. He says transmission problems with Radio Vanuatu have 
been ongoing for years, and it's not just the outer-islands that have 
issues. 


HILAIRE BULE: In the Daily Post people from Efate, they are 
complaining about the reception of their national radio, and it's 
about three kilometres from the main radio station in Port Vila. It's 
dangerous because Vanuatu is now entering the cyclone season and 
people cannot receive the warning of the possible cyclone in the 
villages or in the communities. 


In 2009, Japan, New Zealand and Australia poured millions into funding 


a project which allowed the VBTC to set up a new shortwave transmitter 
to provide a radio signal to all the Vanuatu islands. However, over 
the years since then, signals have failed, with some equipment now 
having major corrosion issues. 


Jean Gabriel Manguy, a private consultant who was involved in helping 
Radio Vanuatu improve its services back then, says it's been a pattern 
of millions of dollars invested into the company, going down the 
drain. He says that's partly due to a lack of maintenance and 
political interference. 


JEAN-GABRIEL MANGUY: There has also been mismanagement, and in spite 
of a very significant aid project to help them, it hasn't helped the 
situation. It's disappointing to see once again there hasn't been any 
money allocated to maintaining transmitters. In other words, people in 
the rural areas, in the islands and in the remote areas, are being 
forgotten. 


The government has set up a committee to review the VBTC, with plans 
to retire or make redundant about a third of the staff, and is looking 
for a new general manager to head the VBTC. The Vanuatu Media 
Association says the government needs to recruit the right person to 
steer the company forward, and it needs strong leadership from the top 
to bottom levels. It says it is perhaps a good idea for the government 
to down-size the company, however, the government restructured the 
VBTC in 1999, and some 16 years later, the same problems are happening 
again. 


The Public Relations Officer for the Prime Minister's Office, Kierry 
Manassah, says the problems with the VBTC are perennial, and are 
partly due to a lack of political will from the national level, 
political interference, and people going into the company through the 
wrong channels. 


KIERRY MANASSAH: A lot of those has caused a lot of problems for the 
organisation. The government still sees a lot of value in VBTC, it's 
like the bridge between the government and the people. And so the 
government still values it's contribution to the national 
conversations, and we still think that the government can do something 
about it. 


Kierry Manassah also chairs the task-force that is looking at how the 
corporation can move from analogue to digital programming, and he says 
there's a need to look at who from VBTC needs to go in light of new 
technology. He says they are currently looking for partners to help 
with the national digitisation of TV, and will look to these partners 
to also address radio transmission issues. Mr Manassah says depending 
on expressions of interest, there's the possibility that the 


government will contract out the management of the digital TV 
broadcast service to a private company. And in terms of fixing radio 
transmission issues, he says the government is considering switching 
to FM. 


KIERRY MANASSAH: That's the way forward, a lot of those that are still 
there now are short-wave and medium wave transmitters, especially with 
the short-wave transmitters, those are quite old and it's very 
difficult to find spare parts and replacements. So a lot of those need 
to be overhauled. 


Jean Gabriel Manguy says the government's commitment to do something 
about broadcasting is welcomed and very encouraging. However, he says 
while in theory FM radio is a great idea, it's not really manageable. 


JEAN-GABRIEL MANGUY: Instead of having one or two transmitters to 
manage, then you need probably 50 transmitters to manage. Not only do 
you have to manage them, but you have to have electricity to make them 
function. 


So there are technical issues there that limit the FM option. Mr 
Manguy says new technologies need to be investigated, like perhaps 
making use of the substantial telephone network going across the 
country. Kierry Manassah says the government is not blind to the 
concerns and complaints about VBTC, but the taskforce is trying to 
address these issues, and ensure the VBTC is the national broadcaster 
that everybody expects (RNZI via March ADXN via DXLD)

Dear Mr Bueschel, Thank you for the message. The services you are 
referring to are part of the implementation of a project conceived by 
the HFCC - International Broadcasting Delivery association, in close 
co-operation with the Asia-Pacific Broadcasting Union and the Arab 
States Broadcasting Union, the HFCCs sister co-ordination groups. 


The project is named International Radio for Disaster Relief, IRDR; 
its purpose is to offer to the world community a global platform, on 
SW, for a wireless radio service to audiences in disaster and post- 
disaster situations when local and even regional communication and 
information networks are destroyed or overloaded and the population 
affected by the disaster suffers from an information blackout. 


According to ITU-R Resolution 647 (WRC-07): "The immediate 
availability of pre-identified and pre-coordinated frequencies, and/or 
spectrum-flexible technologies to allow near-instantaneous decisions 


to make use of available spectrum, are important for successful 
telecommunications in the very early stages of humanitarian assistance 
intervention for disaster relief". 


This important requirement is met in the IRDR project, since according 
to Article 12 of the International Radio Regulations individual 
frequency channels for broadcasting are not assigned, but are 
internationally co-ordinated in the High Frequency bands allocated to 
the Broadcasting Service. 


For the implementation of IRDR project several frequencies have 
already been identified in the current B14 schedule and reserved for 
emergency broadcasts on a global basis with the final aim to have them 
available for 24 hours per day, throughout the year. These frequency 
channels are indicated in the public HFC-ASBU-ABU global frequency 
schedule as IRDR and subject to the usual coordination process that is 
carried out in the group:

be either Wallasey or Boston. (Talksport's Clipstone on 1071 kHz is 
also on a similar bearing here to Boston and is only 40 miles away 
from me.) 


But if it was the Boston tx at fault and I hear the ground wave during 
the day (80 miles from Boston), should it also be audible over a 
mainly sea-path to Holland at the same time? You mentioned it was only 
audible at night in Holland. 


Possibly it is Wallasey; maybe anyone listening in the Wallasey tx 
service area could check these 2 frequencies? 73's (Nick Rank, Buxton 
UK, Sony ICF2001D, ferrite sleeve aerial, Feb 28, BDXC-UK yg via DXLD) 


I had occasion to drive past Wallasey on the M53 last night and tuned 
in to 1107 KHz. I can't say that I could hear anything untoward. As I 
was in such close proximity to the transmitter there was, as might be 
expected, wide sideband splatter down to 1071 and up to 1143. There 
were no unusual noises and the sideband signals were in phase. The 
only thing I noticed was that the signal seemed marginally stronger at 
the edges, for example the splatter seemed louder at 1134 and 1143 
than at 1116 and 1025 (John Mattocks March 4, BDXC-UK yg via DXLD) 


UNIDENTIFIED. COMMENTARIOS: English Peskies on 21 February from 0203 
through 0249 on 6925 USB: The first EE peskies that I've heard. It was 
a conversation between significant others. One a shrimper -- maybe in 
the Chesapeake Bay and his wife/? in Connecticut. They chatted about 
domestic matters, including a broken truck, the weather, and getting a 
kiss. Some concern about Paul's guns (Paul apparently died). He 
commented about the interference on 6925 and suggested moving to 8925.

However there are things you can only get from the FCC database such 
as the fascinating FCC history cards, PSRA and PSSA authorizations, 
official sunrise and sunset times for every station each month, 
written correspondence between stations and the FCC and much more. 


There are things you can do quickly on FCCInfo.com that would take 
forever in the FCC database. One of my favorites is the ability to 
search for which stations are within any distance you choose of any 
geographical coordinates you choose. That's great if you want to find 
out all of the stations on a major communication site such as Mount 
Wilson above Los Angeles. If you're not sure if a particular station 
is diplexed or triplexed with another that search will tell you.

The groundwave a bit over 100 miles 

away is close but not quite what it used to be. On groundwave driving 

north 250 plus miles away KNX goes away while KFI is still somewhat 

audible. If KNX went further north KSCO wouldn't be allowed to have 

the massive 10 kW nondirectional daytime signal it does in that area. 


Another reason for denying the 750 foot permit is that the airport the 
plane flew from isn't very far away. 


I don't know if KFI still has the Nautel NX50 50 kW transmitter that 
was there in 2010. It probably does because Clear Channel is not known 
for spending money. Some people use another word instead of Clear that 
refers to that. I won't say it here. The NX50 is a state of the art 
solid state transmitter and has nothing to do with it not getting out 
like it used to. I'm not an engineer but a few weeks ago I helped 
three engineers install a new Nautel GV10 10 kW FM transmitter ona 
local major communications site in the foothills. That was a lot of 
fun and I learned a lot.

SUN TRANSIT SEASON MAY DISRUPT SOME CBC BROADCAST SIGNALS 


Electromagnetic interference from the sun is particularly strong and 
may disrupt TV and radio signals

Electromagnetic interference happens when communications satellites 
pass in front of the sun for several minutes each day over a period of 
several days, which disrupts the signal. 


You may notice some CBC Radio and television broadcast disruptions 
over the next few days. 


The problem is due to electromagnetic interference from the sun which 
is particularly strong around the equinoxes during what's called the 
"sun transit" season. During these times, the sun produces quite a bit 
of microwave radiation which overwhelms microwave signals coming from 
the satellite's transponders. 


Electromagnetic interference happens when communications satellites 
pass in front of the sun for several minutes each day over a period of 
several days, which disrupts the signal. 


The worst of the interference is expected to happen over the next four 
days, roughly between 3:30 p.m. AT and 3:50 p.m. AT. 


In the Northern Hemisphere, solar transit is usually in early March 
and October. In the Southern Hemisphere, solar transit is usually in 
early September and April (CBC News Nova Scotia, March 4, via Gerald T 
Pollard, NC, DXLD)

Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 23 February-01 March 2015 


Solar activity was at very low to low levels. A few weak C-class 
flares were observed from Region 2294 (S14, L=023, class/area 
Dai/090 on 28 Feb). Weak to mid-level flares were observed from 
Region 2290 (N20, L=055, class/area Dai/070 on 24 Feb) including a 
C5/S£ flare at 28/0939 UTC and a C6.8 flare at 01/1613 UTC. Numerous 
CMEs were observed during the period including a pair of back-sided 
full-halo CMEs observed early and late on 28 Feb. None of the CMEs 
were determined to be Earth-directed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. However, 
slight enhancements above background were observed on 23 Feb and 
27-28 Feb due to back-sided activity. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
normal levels on 23-24 Feb and again on 01 Mar. Moderate levels were 
observed on 25-28 Feb with a peak flux of 367 pfu observed at 
27/1650 UTC. 


Geomagnetic field activity was at quiet to minor storm levels on 
23-24 Feb due to effects from a positive polarity, trans-equatorial 
coronal hole high speed stream (CH HSS). Quiet to unsettled levels 
predominated on 25 Feb through midday on 28 Feb. Activity increased 
to quiet to minor storm levels midday on 28 Feb through 01 Mar due 
to a co-rotating interaction region (CIR) in advance of a recurrent 
negative polarity CH HSS. 


Measurements from the ACE satellite indicated high speed winds near 
550 km/s early on 24 Feb. IMF Bt peaked at 15 nT midday on 23 Feb 
while the Bz component varied between +14 to -13 nT on 23-24 Feb. 
Phi angle was in a predominately positive (away) sector through 
early on 27 Feb. 


Wind parameters decayed to nominal conditions through midday on 28 
Feb when CIR effects were observed through the end of the period. 
Wind speeds increased to near 600 km/s early on 01 Mar. IMF Bt 
increased to a peak of 14 nT by 28/2000 UTC while the Bz component 
rotated between +8 nT to -10 nT from late on the 28th through early 
on the ist. Phi angle was in a mostly negative (towards) sector, 
with some positive rotation, from early on 27 Feb through the end of 
the period. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 02 MARCH - 28 MARCH 2015 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low to low levels on 02-04 
Mar and 19-28 Mar. From 05-18 Mar, R1 (minor) activity is possible 
due to the return of old Region 2282 (N11, L=191), an M-class 
producer on its previous transit. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit in the absence 
of any significant solar activity. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at moderate to high levels on 02-04 Mar and normal to 
moderate levels from 05-28 Mar. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at predominately quiet 
to unsettled levels throughout the outlook period. Unsettled to 
active conditions are expected on 02-04 Mar, 07-08 Mar, 14 Mar, 
16-18 Mar, 22-24 Mar and 27-28 Mar with minor storm (G1-minor) 
activity possible on 02 Mar and 28 Mar due to numerous recurrent 
coronal hole high speed streams.
